MORE

There are three basic theories as 
to the cause of asthma/ two of 
which I don't understand so I'M just 
skip them and talk about the third 
theory. This theory holds that asth­ 
ma 
is 
caused 
by 
an 
allergic 
reaction and is sometime called 
"the mast cell theory." There are a 
slug of these mast cells in the 
bronchial tissue in the lungs and 
they are believed to be a storage 
area for a number of chemical 
m ediaters including histam ine. 
When these mast cells are attacked 
by 
antigens 
they 
rupture 
and 
release these mediators. This sets 
up a chain which results in con­ 
striction of the bronchial muscles, 
dilation of the small blood vessels, 
and secretation of a thick mucus. 
All of which means that the "tubes 
get plugged up." 
There are a bunch of aerosol 
sprays on 
the 
market for 
the 
treatment of 
asthma 
that give 
prompt temporary relief. In spite 
of what the ads say they all contain 
about the same thing, namely a 
drug called Epinepherine. It acts 
by 
dilating 
the 
bronchials 
and 
constricting the capillaries. The 
tablets and capsules that are taken 
by mouth do essentially the same 
thing, take longer to act, but give 
longer relief. 
There is another drug on the 
market (by prescription only) that 
seems to be a major breakthru in 
the prevention of asthma but it is 
higher than a cat's back and must 
be taken from now on. It is mainly 
for the serious asmatic who has this 
problem the year round. 
There was a misprint in last 
week's article saying that asthma 
is now considered a fatal illness 
and it ain't. Now should have been 
not.

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with shoppers who 
wheel filled carts out of a supermarket, unload them and 
leave them in a parking spot blocking its use for another car.

(Polly’s note: If the coin is rare enough to be a collector’s 
item any coating may affect its value so be sure of what you 
have before proceeding. The frame holding the coin may 
extend further out than the coin and may be the 
troublemaker. Perhaps it alone could be coated. See if that 
helps. A jeweler I spoke with suggested the nail polish, too. 
but says if one does not wish to do this because of the coin’s 
value it should be washed in soap and water every time it is 
worn. Accumulated dirt and oxidation cause the marks on 
clothing.) 
I also would like to respond to Mrs.V.D.’s complaint con­ 
cerning drivers slowing down too much when making a right 
hand turn. In many states the following driver is considered 
at fault so she should be sure she is not tail-gating (the most 
common cause of rear end collisions) and that she keeps a 
constant eye on the brake lights of the car ahead. When driv­ 
ing large cars it is often necessary to make a nearly com­ 
plete stop to make a right hand turn successfully and not 
swing too wide. — PATRICIA.
